They 
enjoy the work and take great pride 
in producing a i>erfect pipe, realizing 
that the fame of the Missouri corn 
cob pipe depends upon their quick, 
deft fingers. Time has made each so 
skilled that accidents seldom occur 
in the factories. 
l^ach pipe goes 
through 
about a 
hundred 
operations 
and 
handlings 
before it is ready to be sent to the 
packing room, 
where 
the finishing 
touches, such as labeling, sorting and 
packing in pasteboard boxes, is done 
by young, neat 
damsels 
with rosy 
cheeks, flashing 
eyes

Several private ones are already op­ 
erating successfully.

Dunkirk, 
France, April 3.—Under 
the uniform of the 
soldier 
various 


trades and professions are hidden, all 
of which prove useful in one way or 
another in camp or trench. The wood 
cutter of last year still goes on with 
his wood cutting, although 
now 
he 
chops wrood for heating purposes at 
the front or for use in reinforcing the 
trenches. 
Several infantrymen when 
not in the trenches spend their nights 
in the marshes fishing for eels. 
A 
fair night’s catch is fifty, which sell 
for about four cents each. 
Men who w*ere 
mechanics 
before 
the war now employ their spare time 
manufacturing tinder boxes and other 
articles out of old cartridge cases. 
One can obtain penknives, pencil 
cases, cigarette holders and a variety 
of similar articles thus hammered out 
of cartridge cases. 
Agricultural workers 
spend 
their 
spare time helping the farmers with 
whom they are billeted. 
Soldier-bar- 
bers do a roaring trade and find cus­ 
tomers among the civilians as well as 
the military. Tailors and bootmakers 
also find many occasions to use their 
skill. Leather workers gather up odd 
pieces of leather from discarded har­ 
ness or equipment and njake it up 
into pocketbooks or cases for various 
articles. 
Soldiers with a fair educa­ 
tion find plenty 
of 
work 
teaching 
French to the English soldiers or vice 
versa. 
Some of the English soldiers 
number among 
their pupils several 
civilians, all of w*hom are eager to 
master the intricacies of English, and 
a fair proportion of these civilian pu*4 
pils are of the fair sex. 
The military authorities 
thus 
far 
have had no occasion to notice these 
little side employments, which are not 
exactly allowed 
by 
military 
rules 
They prefer to close their eyes, how 
ever* as long as the work helps lo 
keep the soldier busy and happy.
